The "most crushing” con- 
sideration in his decision not 
to seek the 1972 Presiden- 
tial nomination, said Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy, was the 
possibility of an assassina- 
tion attem pt 

He said in an interview 
published in Look magazine 
that he was aware of the 
pressures on him to carry on 
in the tradition of his slain 
brothers. 

‘Tint on the other side are ■■ 
the overriding personal con- 
siderations,” he said. “My 
family and I take seriously 
my responsibility to my 
brothers' children as well as 
my own, and the tragedies — 
my brothers, the plane crash, 
the death at Chappaquiddick 
— anybody would be enor- 
mously affected by such ex- 
periences." 

Mr: Kennedy said: “I try 
not- to think about the Presi- 
dency. .

But, he added, “even if I 
were willing to reach out for 
this opportunity [to run for 
the Presidency],' personal 
pressures are overriding— 
subjecting my family to fears 
over my safety . . . the ten- 
sions on ray mother , . 

Another factor, Mr. .Ken- 
nedy said, is the current 
mood of the nation as it 
would apply to a Kennedy 
candidacy, 4 

“I feel it in my gut that 
it’s the wrong time, that it’s 
too early,” he said. “Then 
too, maybe. I would like to do

mhte, more on my own.”
